Parks, on his way to the Fire 
Station saw Officer Danny Ballou 
in a police cruiser, and stopped 
to tell Ballou of the shadow he had 
seen near the farmhouse, Ballou 
started for the Friends Farm erea 
to investigate, but had not reached
